A great disaster has occurred at th 
village of Greisbeim, near this citj 
Explosions in the Greisfeeim electrc 
chemical works set fire to the big 
plant. The flames spread -with great 
rapidity. The number of dead and in- 
jured Is estimated, at 150, but can not 
be determined until the list.-of em- 
ployes ol the chemical works can be 
compared with the survivors. The 
fire continues to burn, although the 
greater part of the Frankfort fire de- 
partment and the troops are trying to 
prevent its spread to the buildings 
outside of the fire zone. Hospitals 
have been improvised in the vicinity. 


The flames apparently originated 


by the blowing up of vats of chemicals 


the explosive department of tho 


•works. They spread to the adjacent 
buildings, and then over the river 
Main to Schvranaeim. When a second 
explosion. took place the fumes and 
masses ol burning chemicals made it 
impossible to stay In the vicinity. Tee 
inhabitants of Grelaheim were ordered 
to leave the village, -which they did, 
fieeing to Frankfort.

The problem that now confronts the 


oil producers of. the new district is 
vraat shall they do with the oil. It has 
been correctly asserted by an official 
of the Standard Oil company that the 
present demand for fuel oil in this- 
country does not amount to the output 
of one well in the Beaumont district. 
But the Beaumont producers say that 
the demand will be Increased rapidly, 
and they are already hard at work 
building up a market.

Over 30,000 


barrels of oil bare been shipped to i.nan- 
ufftcturers In Manchester, England, and 
Liverpool, where the new fuel will bo 
given a practical test, and !" found to 
be all that is claimed for it large orders 
•will he forthcoming. 
The American 


Sugar Banning company, known ns the 
sugar trust, sent a special representa- 
tive t!> Beaumont to make a full and 
complete investigation iuto the me-Us 
of the oil as a fuel. 
This representa- 


tive was so well pleased with the sav- 
ing that could be obtained by tlio use 
of the oil over the urea of eoftl tb;U he 
bad 2,5(0 barrels shipped to Cuba. 
•where it will be burned in OTIC of the 
largest refineries of the trust, located 
in that country. If this test is success- 
ful, tbe oil wiil be use4 In all the refin- 
eries of the American Sugar Refinery 
company. It wiil take some time to de- 
velop the market for the output of the 
BcaumoBt field, but Uie oil operators 
claim that it is certain to supersede 
coal ns a fuel In almost every part of 
the United States. The assertion is al- 
ready being made that oil from the 
Beaumont field can be delivered to the 
manufacturers !u Pittsburg in the very 
beart of the coal region at a cost cheap- 
er than is now being paid for coal by 
these 
mannfactui'ers. 
Tests 
have 


shown that two and u half barrels of 
the Beaumont oil are equal to one ton of 
Pittsburg coal. At present prices these 
two and a half barrels of oii cost $1, 
and it is saJd that a big profit could be 
made by tbe oil producer should he be 
forced to sell his oil at 20 cents per 
barrel. As the oilfields are sitxiated on 
thn coast, -where It can be loaded into 
vessels direct from pipe lines, the cost 
of freight to all points along the coast 
and on navigable rivers is comparative^ 
ly light Already a number of the lar- 
ger manufactories of Texas have been 
equipped with oil burners and are us-- 
Ing successfully the Beaumont oil at a 
great saving in cost, as compared with 
coai,

IMPROVING NATIONAL PARK. 


0ntl*?r Way Kor an Kxienaive 


SjrKtem of Itonda. 


Within -a short time work will begin 


upon an extensive improvement of the 
roads through the Yellowstone Nation- 
al park, writes tbe Sioux Falls corre- 
spondent of the New York Post. The 
work will be under the direction of 
Colonel H. M. Ciiltt 
ed States corps of engineers, who for 
several years bag' had charge of the 
•ororfe of Improving that part of the 
Missouri river ivhleli passes through 
the DaUotas aud eastern Montana. 


The system of roadways will when 


completed include 3tK> miles, of which 
1C2 miles already are completed. The 
road system of the Yellowstone Nation- 
al park is designed to give access to 
tho chief natural objects of Interest 
Tbn system includes the belt line, or 
general 
circuit, 
which 
will 
pass 


through all the more Important centers 
of interest; the approaches, by which 
travel reaches the belt line from the 
boundaries of the park, and the side 
roads and trails, which are to give ac- 
cess to isolated objects. 


The total mileage oi the belt line,, in- 


cluding some crossroads, will be about 
153 miles. The approaches from the 
boundaries of tbe park vtH be four in 
number, one from each border. Tbe to- 
tal mileage of these approaches Is 132 
miles, of which 302 miles are In the 
park proper and SO miles In the forest 
reserve. There will also be n number 
of side, roads, amounting In all to 
about 45 miles. The roads to be built 
•will give s good grade, IS feot -wide, 
with a clearing through timber of 30 
feet The roads will not be macadam- 
ized for same years. Stone and Iron 
will be used in the construction of all 
bridges.

to accompany him into heretofore un- 
explored regions were landed by steam- 
boat at. tbe bead of navigation of tlie 
Keecbatno, From this point began tbe 
series of ov*riar,<3 explorations to ibe 
1'ukon, flit- object being to discover 
tbe most practicable route to the juno 
tiou of that river with the Tauan.i. 
Tbe detaehuicut vras composed, in ad- 
dition to Lieutenant Herron, of five 
men. 
Fifteen pac-U horses carried ra- 


tions to Oct. 01. Considerable trouble 
-\ras encountered in getting Indian 
guides. Two Indian guides were liua!- 
lj- engaged, and on July 1. 1899, the ex- 
pedition began Hs journey. 


Tbe first objective was to get through 


tbe Alaskan range, a mass of enor- 
mous peaks and glaciers about 70 miles 
wide, extending across Alaska nnd con- 
stituting the chief barrier to tbe inte- 
rior. Tbe expedition consomed the en- 
tire month In exploring these moun- 
tains. Moose and bear were occasion- 
ally encountered, which gave tlie expe- 
dition fresh meat. On July 22 tbe crest 
t>f the divide was crossed, and the ex- 
pedition started down tbe other side. 
East of tbe divide the drainage is inio 
:thft Pacific ocean, -west of It. into the 
Bering sea. The latter is closed by ice 
in winter, -while the Pacific ocean is 
open. 


In the latter part of .Tnly the Indians 


deserted and -went back to the cons?_ 
This proved n severe blow to the expe- 
dition. Thereafter Lieutenant Herrou 
traveled by the compass and sun. With 
September came frosts that killed the 
grass and leaves, and the horses were 
fed OH flour. A great deal of food was 
subscquonUr lost during the month by 
accidents of one kind or another from 
which men and horses suffered. 
One 


night a big brown bear knocked down 
a cache nnd ate 50 pounds of bacon. 
Fortunately an Indian crossed the 
bear's trail and billed It, nnd members 
of-the expedition evened ap matters by 
eating brnin in turn. 


For two months Lieutenant Herron 


was compelled to remain among the 
Indians before he could figor-e a way 
out to civilization, tn the meantime 
he was not Idle. He learned the Ian 
guage of the tribe be was among in or- 
der that he might gain all possible 
knowledge of the country yet to be ex- 
plored an« tjy so doing worked the res- 
cue of himself and men, la the mean- 
time the horses had either died natural 
deaths or bad been killed asd eaten. 
The horse blankets carried by the par- 
ty -were made into clothing, -socks and 
rattts. Their food, when they-coald get 
it, -was moose, beaver and fish. The In- 
dians were hospitable, but -required 
careful management. 


In the latter part of Norens&er-Lieu 


tsnant Hcrron, with four Indians as 
guides, resumed the exploration-of the 
last 171 miles on sBowshoes, cutting 
and blazing a trail and mapping the 
country as be went along. N£ne dogs 
and three sleds hauled such Impedi- 
menta as remained to the expedition. 
Daring the estremely cold nights that 
ensued the men bivouacked .on the 
ground, digging through the siwwi ins- 
ing-, their snowshoes as shovels, -piling 
shelters of sprace trees around them 
and:keeping tbe fire going all night .to 
keep -from being frozen to dehtJ). It 
-was only .when they found s band of 
Indians .camped at Cosbaget, on rtbe 
Tanana, rtbat such, luxuries as bread, 
butter and tea passed their lips.

The discovery of this puss 
adds to Lieutenant Herron's route the 
advantage of a direct all land connec- 
tion with Tyoonok. -This, with a short 
extension along the coast to a point be- 
low the west Foreland, such as"Rus- 
tatan. makes possible an open harbor 
free of ice all the year round. Simp- 
son pass in the McKialey range opwus 
a way to the Yukon, K.uSitokwUc auci 
Cape Nome countries.

A Returned Solillor Snya They Art- 


Xxttlnntrioun anil ISntrcr to Ijcnrn. 
Sergeant Thomas H. MeClung of the 


Thirtieth United States infantry, who 
•traversed tbe greater portion of the is- 
land of Luzon during a two years' cam- 
paign against the Philippine insurgents, 
is at home nnd gives some Interesting 
accounts of conditions existing In the 
archipelago. In speaking to the St. 
Ix>uis Globe-Democrat correspondent at 
Flora, tils.. Sergeant McClung.said: .. 


"Tlie people of .the United States 


have a misconception of tbe character 
of ttie Inhabitants of the Philippines. 
Instead of being a race of savages, the 
major portion of the population is in- 
telligent and we?l advanced in •civiliza- 
tion, considering the chaotic -state of 
affairs which has existed for ages. As 
a people they are very £on<< of music,! 
nnd every town of any consequence has 
a band. The- Tagalog tribe, which pre- 
dominates in Luzon, represents tbe bet- 
ter type of tbe native Filipino, and tbe 
people are remarkably well educated,] 
In tnaiiy instances the children uot 
only read and write Tagalog, bat Span- 
ish as well, and gladly improve tlie op- 
portunity of learning English. The bet- 
ter classes welcome American rule, and 
especially the property owners, who 
recognise tbe benefits to be derived 
from a settled condition of affairs.

•are causing most of the trouble at the 
present time have always infested the 
Islands, and the better class of natives 
fear them as much as do the other resl- 
-dents."
